The proceedivgs of the 12340 anniversary of
the 8t Andrew’s Soeclety, held last evenlng,
will be fonnd on our eighth page, Among the
g1k s delivered was oue by Col. A. Louden
Buowden, In response to the tosst to “'Poels,
Poetry, snd Bougs.” Col. Spowdon spoke in
his ususl happy vein as follrws :—

The mere mentton of the sentiment just read
in our bearing stlmulaies the lmagination,
quickens (he Yload, aud iills all our hearts with
the meat delghtful @wotions, Old age and
vouth ulike bow before the majesty of song,
and ackuowledge the power of trug poetie
geunlus,

Of vur own number there are those whose
whitening locks mark them as past the heyday
aud summer of their lives, vet whose eves
brighten and whose whole being secms lnspired
as by a snpernstural power when some soog of

the long ago ls sung or snme poetic nsplration
repenied in their hearing.
From the earliest recordsd time down

through the weary ages, wherever Lhere have
besn enllghiensd minds, pure thought, or noble
selitiment, there postiy has bold a place and
been acknowledged as o power.  Whather it be
the Vaweot gluger of Lirael," wearlng (he purple
of rovalty, or the waondenong Teoubadour,
chantipg throngh the monataing, they allke
commanded the hearts of the people.

Grauting that a povt have mental cu'ture, re-
fined feelings, knowledgze of men and things,
imagivation, passion, and power ol axpression,
there etill rewain Lwo essantials wilhouy which
there edn be no enduring popularity or powser,
The first of thess is that all poetie thoaght and
utterance mwust bea pore and elevated in its in
spiration snd teachisg, *“Men, tuken in the

sgeregate, judge rightly even though they act |

wroogly. Tuls Is fully verified 1o the Listory of
poelry, sinee o work esseutinlly immoral bas
éver ainiained an endaring popularicy.”
Eplendid as were the meontal endowments of
Arvistophianes and Pucelle, the lmmorality sad
witty lieentlonsness contalned In their writings
bave long sluce coudemned them s chseurity,
This la the unvary verdict of the present
upon the past, aud the future will give no
greater immunity to lmmoral teachings than
dies the present. =

T Lo sstubid s r.i'.'..al Is slaplicity la thaughiy
and lauguage. e is the greatest of all posta
Lo sways Wwoel minds and touches mesh hoarks;

whose words are understood in the palace

and the hamlet; whose melodions naumbers
enchant the hearls of (he refined and
educated and move (o thelr profoandest

depihs the emotions of the huamblest eoltager.
Of sueh were Homer, Bhakespeare, amd Barns,
who, althongh widely differing in mental capa-
city, culture, and in the beol of thelr genlus,
el all “beld the glass true Lo nature.” riting
n different eras of the world's history, in differ-
ent tongues, and on a diversity of subjects, yet
the writings of all have been, and will continue
to be, rend, cherlahed, and loved by all classes
and conditions. This Is the highest enco-
mium that posterity can render (o mortal,
and is only bestowed upon the most illustrious
of the sons of men,

The most anclent of all poetry of wlich we
bave apy record is that of the Hobrews. It
stande apart from all the rest in its solitary
grandeur,” excling our admiration and com-
manding onr wonder. Living under a govern-
ment ordained by God, surronnded by the daily
evidences of Diviue luterposition, walking as a’
people under the very shadow of their Creator,

vo  wonder  that  their great  lyrie
peets,  inspired “from on high™ it
their lamps from  celestial fires, and

“flung them all burniog with the oll of heaven
upon this sin-cursed earth.”

We next come in the coarse of history to the
poetry of Greece, which is the fountsin frem
whoee classic waters moderu literature has
drawn aliment and Inspiration. Full of beau-
ties, rich in thought, and wonderfal in power as
itis, it still Iacks the sublimity that distin-
gulshes llebrew poetry. The Greek mind,
under the domination of a materiallatic my-
thology, beautitied and ennobled all that was of
the earth; but it lacked the sublime inspiration
of an ever-prerent Jehovah that filled the mind®
and beart of the Hebrew poet, and that gave to
his rovug its divine melody. Before Homer lived
the art of poetry was cultivated among the
Greeks. Her minstrels —how sweetly no modern
ears will ever know—and yet they did #ing,
and in ne ignoble numbers, we may justly
conclude, since they were the forerunners
of the great Lmn of the ages—he upon
whose brow the klogly crown was early placad,
and who in the long march of the ceunturies has
biad no follower whom the voice of mankiod
hailed as his rival. He glands in the poetic
world like a grand pyramid in the waste of
vears, whose sotiquity is venerable and unde-
fined, and whose tuture promises to be as en-
during as its origin is nnmarked and its present
is sublime. Hesiod and Sapphe, with lmagery
the most gorgeous, passion the most ferveant,
and tepderness unexceiled; and yet when
Homer's voice is heard, their harps are hushed
in the swelling beauties of his grander melodies.
But alas for Greece and for the world, the genius
of her sons was waeted in the licentious luxury
of the times. In the midst of her corraption
apd lost liberties poetic inepiration found a
grave,

Another nation, rade in manners and in cul-
tare when Greece was reflued and cultivated,
took up the mantle as it fell from her uaworthy
ehoulders, and for centuries not only gave laws
and civil polity, bat in literature, in arts, in
arme, governed the world. In Rome's earlier
daye, and in ker ruder times, ehe contented-her-
self by translating the herole songs of the van-
quieked Greeks. Buot as she advanced in educa-
tion and refinement to that exalted place she
ultimately vecapied, she was not wanting io
sons whose genius, if not equal to Homer's,
has left their indelible impress npon their own
and succeeding times.  Especinlly during the
Augustan pericd, when peace and power went
hand in hand, was Rome blessed with great poets
whose inepired songe bhave Illlusirated the
brightest pages of her history and bequeathed to
mwankind a classic literature euwnonling and
valuable heyomd price. Then Juvenal wrote
and Horace and Virgil left their preclous lega-
cies Lo future generations,

From the declive and fall of the Roman em-
pire, through seven long ceuturieg of gloom
and darkoess, not a single poetic star of any
magnitude arose to shed lis light upon this ray-
less night of the “‘Dark Ages.”

It was net until the thirteenth century that
the gloom gave way before the refulgent eplen-
dor of Dante's great origiual genius. e stands
a8 “the father of the Italian language and
poetry.” Hig “Divine Comedy"” is the first

great work ‘‘which graces the literatore
of modern Europe.” Time will not per-
mit me to dwell upon his excelleneles

as they deserve. 1 should speak of his origl-
pality, the power of his Imagination, the
eplendor of his diction, the inlensity and passion
of his great soul that pervaded all his writings;
but I must hasten on. Following him comes
Petrarch, the founder of the lyrie school of
Ttalian poetry: then come Ariosto, Tassoni, and
Tasso, who wrote “Jerusalem Delivered, ' which
is eo full of beauty, tenderness, and purity of
thought.

Bpain, although prolific in ballade, presents,
with but one or two exceptions, no great poet
that arrests our attention or commands our
admiration. Cervantes was more of a prose
writer Lhan poet. This is very remarkable, as
the Bpanich language ln many redpects seems
peculiarly adaplted as a veblcle for poetic
thought. Marked throughout by strong traces
of the oriental, it is wasted in pomposity aud
exaggeralion,

If we excepl the relgn of Louls X1V, France
has given but few names to history that will
stand the test of time. Scattered through her
literature we encounter the names of La Fon-
talue, Bolleau, Rousseau, Voliaire, and Lamar-
tine, but grester than them all, Beranger, He was
the Burue of France. With great originality
and power he touched the hearts of all classes
of soclety. A distingulshed writer speaking of
bim eaye:—*Birong im his Napoleonic {enden-
cies uud faith, he kept alive ymong the people
of France the grand mewmorits of the empire;
and tohis ballads and soul-stirring ditties more
thian 1o any other cause may be attributed the
re-establizhment of the Corsican dynasty. No
poet sinee the beginuing of the world has ex-
erelsed such a power over the destiny of a
pation.”

Mapy great names adorn the literature of Ger-
mauy. The world s, however, much more in-
debted to her for scientific research and meta-
physical attainments than for poetie prodae-
tions, and yet it is difficult to find in the litera-
ture of any other nation more lllustrious names
tban those of Bchilller and Goethe.

Aud now, gentlemen, I come Lo speak, in the
order of history, of Eoglish and Scottish postry
—lust on the list, but firet In our affeetions. As
1 #tand before the open door of this temple of
inepired genius, I hesitate to enter. Every
slep we take within we encounter Hlustrious
pawes, nntil we arc overwhelmed by thelr num-
bere und awe struck by the sublime results of
their labors. From grand old Chancer down,
what & mighty srmy of iuspired men march be-
fore us! Following Chancer come BSpeunser,
Buakespeare, Milton, Batler, Dryden, Pope,
Addison, Bwift, Thomson, Uuidlu.lf[h. Ramasey,
Young, Cowper, Buruns, Scott, Byron, Wads-
worth, Campbell, Bouthey, Coleridge, éhullcy.
1 pause pot because I have exhansted the list,
but fear 1 may weary your patience. No olker
lapgusge is adorned Dby such a galaxy
of greal names, Aund under no form of govern-
weut except where civil and religious freedom
goes band in hand with a free press could these
wounderful results be produced. In no country,
perhape, has poetry been o immediate and per-
vadinz In lis influence qun the hearts and
winds of the people as in Scotland. Wherever
a Bcolchman Is found to-day, wandering it may
be In distant lande, far from kindred and howme,
would you reacn his heart and excite his enthu-
glasm 7 you have but to slng for him the songs
of Lis native land.

Aud well may his beart thrill, for never were
teuderer, sweeler songs sung, or nobler genti-
ments uttercd, than have fallen from the lips of
Bcotin's bards. No other land bas produced o
poet who, born and vartured amid the bumbler
walks of life, has s0 fuly entered into the joys
aud sorrows of those by whowm he was sur-
rounded Appreciatiug all tbeir wante, with
his hesrt open lu generons love, he poured into
their own such a flood of sympathy and teader-
pess Lhal the bumblest cotlager, In spite of all
bis trinis and sorrowe, felt, and rejoleed as he
felt, that “he was & man for a' tha”
The songs of Burns mot only eaptivaied and
vicvaied Lo ponsanary,  Bul,  sevsudia
higher, w?ul comon eords of sympathy lo

glades Of socicly, uall lo asloulehmenl the

i |

rich, the noble, and the learned bent dowa to
catch the eweet and epnchanting melodies, and
&t they Ustened their hearts inclied and thelr
{Indg‘nml. acknowlodged the magical power of

i« genius. Peasant-born thon he was, all
ranks and conditions recognized that God had
erowned bim as “nature's nobleman."

Thie new land to which we or our athers before
us have come has searcely yet streiched oat her
band to pluck the coveted prize of poetic
hopors. Her mighty eoergies have beea de-
voled to cutting down foresis, upturoihg virgin
eol!, bullding cities, rallroads, highways, and Ia

opling a continent. When thess great and
mporiant physical works shall have bgen me-
complished, and she, resting from ber mighty
labore, shall enitivale the arts, who can
prediet the power and splendor of her achieve-
ments? Having trinmphed over all physieal
obelacles Lo her power, prosperily, and great-
neer, with elvil and religious freedom and an
enlightened free press marchiog at the van of
our civilization, may she not establish new
claims 1o the world’s admiration in the inaugu-
ration of & new era, In which her poets shall
rival, if not excel, those of the first great re-
publice? We may all at least hope that our
materialistic tendencies may never obliterate
from the winds and hearls of our peoplea
gennine appreciation and love for the true and
besutiful 1n poetry '‘as sang by our bards and
joved by cur soges.”
